Kansas City, Mo., March 2.—[Special.]— 
Max Raub, the late secretary of the Jackson 
County Mutual Loan and Building Associa- 
tion, is held in the county jail on the charge 
of forgery. Leon Block, counselor for the 
above named association, said that the 
forgeries just discovered were probably made to 
cover up previous misappropriations of fuhds 
The examination of the books also seem to 
point to that fact. Mr. Kaub adinits 
that the $8,000 that he has  appro- 
priated were squandered in “bucket 
shops.”’ The officers of the association sus- 
pected that all was not right about 
two- weeks ago, and an examination of the 
books followed, and subsequently the shortage 
was discovered, but the very men whom he had 
duped thought it best tohave the matter 
straightened up quietly, on account of the 
man’s family connection, as it was said that 
his brother, Fred Raub, of Cincinnati, would 
help to make good the deficiencies, and so save 
his brother from criminal prosecution, but 
being unable to cover up the forgeries, he re- 
turned to his home, and so the prosecution fol- 
lowed,

note of thirty shares of stock of the Jackson 
County Loan and Building Association of $200 
each, par value. 

Two warrants were sworn out by I. E. Bern- 
heimer, one charging Raub with forging a 
promissory note for $750, purporting to 
signed by I. Abram, a most -estimable gentle- 
man, who for years has been secretary of the 
Grand Lodge B’nai Brith; the other charging 
him with forging the name of Charles Runk to 
a note for $600. 

Two other warrants were issued by N. Lorie, 
charging Kaub with forging two notes of $200 
and $250, purported to have been signed by 
Samuel Eppstein and Emil Haller, respect- 
ively. He also forged the name of F. T, Had- 
loud, the former president, to several notes. 
Raub’s plan of action was a novel, yet a most 
clumsy one. He issued shares of stock in the 
building and loan association to fictitious par- 
ties, and then transferred them to himself. 
These shares purported to be _ signed 
by F. T. Hadloud, a druggist, and§former 
resident of the association, who left 

ansas City most mysteriously about a year 
ago, leaving his wife and children, and by 
Max Raub, the secretary. He then pwoceeded 
to obtain money from various firms in the city 
and deposited the money as collateral@ecurity, 

It is asserted by the officers of the associa- 
tion that Raub forged paper to the amount of 
$8,000 to $10,000, and perhaps more. Ranb 
was, until lately, secretary of the ‘‘Progress 
Club,’’ a prominent Hebrew social organiza- 
tion of this city, which numbers among its 
members some of the most infiuential citizens. 
He occupied that position chiefly through 
the influence of some of his friends from Cin- 
cinniti, his former home, who are also meéem- 
bers of said club, He handed in his resigna- 
tion both ‘as member and secretary of | 
club, The former was accepted, but not the 
latter, until the shortage, which only amounts 
to about $750, is made up, which is secured by 
his bondsmen, who are ready to make up his 
deficiency.

BEATEN AND SHOT. 


Pressley’s Persistence Will Probably Re- 
sult in His Death. 

Americus, Ga., March 2.—[Special.}—Tho first 
of Jast fall J. L. Pressley made repeated efforts to 
enter the house of Mrs. Giles, a respectable widow 
in this count®. On one occasion he got into the 
house, crept under the bed, and as a young daugh- 
ter of Mrs, Giles entered there he struck at her.

The man gave bail to keep the peace, 
which he did until Sunday night last, when he 
again tried to get into the house. 

Messrs. Peace and Newton Bailey, sons of 
Mrs. Giles, having grown tired of his 
outrageous conduct, attacked hiin with clubs, 
beating him severely. They then shot him, and 
leaving him for dead, notified friends of the man 
to remove the body. Pressley is Still alive, but 
the report is he cannot recover. 

The Bailey boys came to Americus tonight and 
gave themselves up, and asked the protection of 
the court.

A Brunswick Merchant Lying at the Point 
of Death. 

BRUNSWICK, Ga., March 2.—{Special.|—Sunday 
night, at 11 o’clock, J. W. Lewis, a storekeeper at 
Pelicanville, one of Brunswick's suburbs, was shot 
by some person from ambush, 

He was walking along the road, from the store 
to his home, when he saw the flash of a pistol. 
Then he fejl unconscious. Finally he recovered 
enough to go to his home. 

Drs. Branham and Burford examined the 
wound and found it very serious. The man is 
vomiting blood. 

Suspicion points to several parties but no ar- 
rests have been made vet. Lewis came to Bruns- 
wick three months ago from Hazlehurst and is 
considered a good, law-abiding citizen. Every- 
thing possible is being done to bring the right 
party to justice. 


CASHIER STEPHENSON ARRESTED. 


Charged With the Embezzlement of Funds 
of His Raiiroad. 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., March 2.—{Special.]—Well- 
ington Stephenson, cashier at the freight office of 
the Kansas City, Memphis and Birmingham rail- 
road, was arrested tonight, charged with embez- 
ziement by a system of false entries. Hehas been 
carrying on his stealings for sometime. He has 
secured a large amount of money, but the exact 
sum is not yet known. When arrested he had 
$1,600, which he offered to turn over tothe com- 
pany if they would not prosecute him. 

Stephenson is a young man under twenty-five 
years of age, and heretofore stood above suspi- 
cion. He has lately been living a fast life and 
his downfall is attributed to card playing. Officers 
of theroad say the defalcation Funs up into 
thousands. Stephenson's bail was fixed at $3,500, 
which be has not given. He came to Birming- 
hain from Tennessee.

Before the United States Supreme Court—One 
on the McKinley Bill, 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Four motions were 
made in the United Statessupreme court today to 
advance cases, inténded to test the validity and 
constitutionality of the customs administrative 
and McKinley tarifflaws. The first of these’, mo- 
tions comes here on an appeal from the circuit 
court of the United Statesfor the southern dis- 
trict of New York, sustaining the decision of the 
board of general appraisers in assessing daties on 
an importation of laces by Boyd, Sutton & Co. 
The council for the importers contend that the Mc- 
Kinley tariff act is unconstitutional ; first, because 
the bill signed by the president was not the bill that 
passed both houses of congress, a section having 
been omitted in its engrossment; second, that it 
contains provisions for bounties to sugar pro- 
ducers in this country which, under the constitu- 
tion, congress had no powerto enact; and third, 
that section three of the act assumes to delegate to

H. Hall, the great New York railroad capitalist, is 
dying at the Mitchell house in this city. 

It will be remembered that Mr. Hall came south 
with the Inman-Gould party, but that he was 
unable to attend the reception at Mr. Hugh 
Inman’s residence, in Atlanta, on account of sick- 
ness. He came as far southas Thomasville, where 
he left ths party, and has since been staying at the 
Mitchell house. . ie 

He is barely alive, andhis physicians and the 
watchers at his bedside look for his death at any 
moment. There is no hope that he will live 
through the night. 

Hr. Hall’s malady is a liver complaint, which 
has long been considered incurable.

The Board’s Side. 

“T am satisfied,” said a gentleman yester- 
day—and lie knew what he was talking about 
—“that if the board had their decision to make 
now, they wou'd never dispose of the case as 
they did. 

“While thatis trne, that thereis plenty of 
room for kicking against theirdecision, it must 
be remembered that they are ali gentiemen of 
integritv and honor, and were working hon- 
estly for the good of the state. They did not 
deliberately discriminate in favor of Macon; 
and no undue advantage of any sort was 
taken. I cannot state just now what was gone 
jn the meeting—further than THkr ConsrTITUu- 
TION stated this morning~but will illustrate 
the situation. 

‘‘In view of the fact that the encampment 
is to be a permanent affair—not merely fora 
year or two, or for a few years—it was agreed, 
first, that the site should be selected for its 
natural advantages, reyardless of the money 
offer.

Macon, Ga., March 2.—[Special.]—Macon’s 
original bid for the permanent military en- 
campment was $5,000 cash and twenty-five 
acres of land. The conditions imposed by the 
advisory board on Macon in order to obtain 
the encampment are $10,000 cash and 
seventy-five acres of land. Macon will readily 
meet the requirements and be the place for 
the permanent encampment. 

The East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 

road starts the ball rollling by subscribing 
$1,000 to the encampmentfund. This action is 
greatly appreciated by the Macon people. Mr 
I. B. English, the well-known cotton ware- 
house man, telegraphed: to Vice President 
Fink, asking him if the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia raifway wouldn’t givea 
subscription, and Mr. Fink telegraphed back 
today saying his company would subscribe 
$1,000, 
The article in today’s CONSTITUTION under 
the caption, ‘‘A Great Big Kick,’’ over the 
military advisory board’s action on the en- 
campment, in which interviews and expres- 
sions are given from several persons, has 
excited considerable comment here, as being 
unjust to the military advisory board. 

The Evening News today furnishes some 
valuable information about an important reso- 
lution that was passed by the board at its 
meeting Saturday night, and gives the exact 
ballots. It notices the inaccuracies contained 
in the statements of certain parties published 
in THE CONSTITUTION, and makes corrections 
as follows: 

1. Captain Seay, of Rome, should keep his shirt 
on and not-be so indignant, for his city did not 
receive a vote on any ballot. Rome wasn’t in it. 
it is stated in THE CONSTITUTION’S article that, in 
addition to a site, Rome offered a building worth 
$12,000. But the article didn’t state that one of 
the requirements of the bid was that the state 
should pay Rome $5,000 for the building. 

2. Neither Captain Gilbert nor Captain Clark 
filed any written protest. 

3. There was no discussion against locating the 
encampment ata city, and there was no general 
understanding that the board was opposed to 
locating the encampment in or near any of the 
big cities of the state. It was not this “under- 
standing” which prevented Augusta and Atlanta 
from making bids. But, on the contrary, Augusta 
said she did not wish the encampment, and At- 
lanta simply waivered its claims injbehalf of some 
of her rich citizens who have large invest- 
ments at Salt Springs. Salt Springs was a bidder 
and didn’t get a vote. Captain Forbes, of Atlanta, 
voted for LaGrange, his old home, on the first 
three ballots, and then voted for Macon on the 
fourth, fifth and sixth ballots. Captain Gilbert 
didn’t say at the meeting of the board that if a 
city was selected his company should not go into 
camp. Captain Gilbert well knows that if his 
os declines to enter the encampment, it 
will be disbanded and retired from the service. 

4. The vote was as follows: First ballot: 
Chickamauga, 3, to-wit: Gilbert, Clark and Kell. 

Macon, 2, to-wit: Wiley and Sims. 

Griffin, 2, to-wit: Mercer and Garrard. 

LaGrange, 2, to-wit: Forbes and Jones. 

Second ballot was the saine as the first, except-~ 
ing that Kell went from Chickamauga to Griffin, 
which gave Griffin three votes. 

The third ballot was the same as the second. 

The fourth ballot was: Chickamauga, 2; Macon, 
3; Griffin, 3; LaGrange, 1. On this ballot Forbes, 
of Atlanta, went from LaGrange to Macon. 

On the fifth ballot LaGrange, according to the 
rule adopted, was dropped, because she had re- 
ceived the lowest vote. The fifth ballot: Chicka- 
mauga, 2; Macon, 4; Griftin,3. Jones, of Wash- 
ington, went to Macon on this ballot, which made 
her vote 4. 

On tue sixth ballot Chickamauga was dropped, 
according to the rule,and Gilbert, of Columbns, 
and Clark, of Augusta, who had been voting for 
Chickamauga, refused to vote for either Macon 
or Griffin. The sixth and last ballot resuited: 

Macon 4, towit: Wiley, Sims, Forbes and Jones. 
Griffin 3, towit: Garrardand Mercer, of Savan- 
nah, and Kell, of Sunnyside, which is practically 
Griffin. So Macon won onthe sixth ballot, fair 
and square, despite the howling of the howlers. 
There was nothing said about compromising or 
conceding. 

5. Macon is required to give $10,000 cash and 
seventy-five acres of land. 

6. Macon has been granted no privilege that has 
not been accorded to all bidders. The action of 
the board in allowing her to supplement her bid, 
oe tary. acondition on her, was based on the 
following resolution which was passed before any 
ballots were taken or any site selected: 

“Resolved, That no site be selected thatis not 
desirable from a military standpvint, irrespective 
of the bids made, and that no city be allowed to 
amend their bids, but whena site has been se- 
lected the advisory board must name its terms as 
to acreage and cash consideration, and allow the 
accepted site to either accept or decline the prop- 
osition.”’ 

Macon accepts the proposition on conditions of 
the board. 

7. The encampment was not promised north 
Georgia by the legislature. The writer of this is 
a member of the finance and appropriation com- 
mittee, and the military committee of the house 
of representatives, and he has no knowledge of 
such a promise being given on the part of the 
committees. He and other representatives made 


and not one single word was said that promised or 
obligated the encampment to any particular sec- 
tion, as far as he is aware. 


Comment from Griffin. 


GRIFFIN, Ga., March 2.—[{Special.]|—THE Con- 
STITUTION’S article giving the details of the action 
of the advisory board were generally commented 
on—unfavorably—today. 

Like the other cities making bids, our citizens 
feel that great injustice has been done them by 
allowing Macon to supplement its original bid- 
without giving competitors an equal showing. An 
effort by Griffin was made to increase her bid, 
during the visit of the-board, by increasing the 
area of ground offered, but from the notice THE 
CONSTITUTION gives of the bids, this priyilege was 
denied us. Griffin wished to raise her land bid 
from twenty-tive to 140 acres of land. And, too, 
our money bid was $3,300 cash, instead of $2,750, 
as published this morning. THE CONSTITUTION 
interviewed quite anumber of citizens as to their 
feelings ini regard to the board’s act‘ons, and the 
universal reply was that of condemnation. 

Adjutant Kell was in the cify today, and from 
him it was learned that Griffin’s lowest vote was 
three, her highest four. Further, that the matter 
of Macon getting it was by no means 
assured. Griffin’s hopes are lower now 
than they were Saturday, but by no means has 
hope been entirely abandoned.

Several Important Acts of the Council—The 
Reunion of Hampton’s Brigade—-A 
Big Real Estate Boom. 


AvaustTA, Ga., March 2.—[Special.]—At the 
reguiar meeting of the city council tonight the 
deadlock in the election of police commis- 
sioner, that has been on since the last day of 
Deceinber, was broken. It wasa victory for 
the reformers, who elected their candidate, 
Dr. James M. Hull. Mr. S.A. Hemphill, 
who was a candidate for re-election, with- 
drew from the race before the first ballot was 
taken tonight, and Dr. Hull‘was unanimously 
elected. 

The selection is most acceptable to the 
people, for no better man could be found for 
the position. 

The council authorized the issue or $105,000 
41 per cent city of Augusta bonds for payment 
or redemption of bonds that will fall due in 
May, 1891, that were issued for the completion 
of the enlargement of the canal. 

The bonds will run twenty years, and will 
be nun-taxable with interest payable semi- 
annually. 

A resolution was. adopted instructing the 
citv attorney to notify the railroads that, un- 
less they begin on the required repairs of 
Washington street within thirty days, the city 
will be forced to enforce its rights in couris. 

A resolution was adopted requiring the city 
treasurer to pay all city employes all money 
due them by the city monthiy, and that no de- 
ductions be made therefrom, except for cash 
advanced by the treasurer. 

The matter of paving streets with vitrified 
brick is taking shape. A number of citizens 
owning the requisite one-third frontage of 
several syuares on Broad and Green streets 
petitioned the council to have 
those streets paved, they agreeing 
to pay one-half of the cost, the city paying the 
other half. The council referred the petitions 
to the streets and drains committee to report 
an ordinance in conformity with the petition, 
An ordinance was introduced restricting the 
mayor’s pardoning power. It requires the 
mayor to make a monthly report to the coun- 
cil of pardons, of fines remitted in each case, 
name of such party he pardons and the cause 
for using executive clemency. The chief of 
police is required to commit each prisoner, 
only to be released from imprisonment by 
order of the mayor, he giving the reason for 
commuting the sentence. 

A Woman Badly Burned. 

The fire department was called out by 
an alarm at 95 o’ciock this _ after- 
noon. Sallie Moore, a negro woman 
living in Stinson’s alley, got drunk. In mak- 
ing a fire her dress got caught ina blaze, and 
an alarm was sounded. The fire was put out 
by pouring several buckets of water upon the 
negress before the department arrived, but not 
before Sallie was painfully burned about the 
body and had her clothes torn from her. 

A Big Real Estate Deal. 

A big real estate deal was consummated in 
Augusta this afternoop. A syndicate com- 
posed of Messrs. Patrick Walsh, W. A, Lati- 
mer, Clarence Clark, Albert Gardner, W. T. 
Wheeless, William G, Rogers, Z. W. Carwile, 
Jr., purchased Fairmount, a valuable tract of 
land of 100 acres, five miles from Augusta, 
on the line of the Georgia railroad, 
which promises to be one of Augusta’s 
most desirable suburbs. The price paid for 
Fairmount is not given out. The syndicate 
will form @ company, make application for a 
charterina few days to develop Fairmount, 
They will improve it by building a number of 
handsome suburban houses. 

* Hampton's Brigade. 

The confederate survivors met tonight and ! 
a committee of arrangements for the reunion 
of Hampton’s brigadein Augusta on Memo- 
rial Day was appointed and will go to work 
at once. The survivors decided to invite every 
survivor of Hampton’s brigade to unite in the 
reunion as their guests. It was also determined 
to invite General Wfteeler, General Fitzhugh 
Lee, Genera! Joe Johnston and other confeder- 
ate officers; also Mrs. General Jackson, Mrs. 
Jefferson Davis and Miss Winnie Davis, to be 
present and join in the celebration of the 
great oceasion. It looks as though the review, 
together with Memorial Day, will be a great 
and eventful day in Augusta this year. 

News received from New York tonight is to 
the effect that the Augusta and West Florida 
railroad will be built. Every necessary ar- 
rangement for the completion of the road is 
reported consummated, and work will be re- 
commenced next week. 

An Accidental Shooting. 

Mr. F. O. Headen, of Gainesville, Ga., night 
Southern Express messenger, who runs be- 
tween Augustaand Aflanta, on the Georgia 
road, was accidentally shot at 10:30 o’clock to- 
night by Mr. Tom Butler, assistant night 
clerk in the Southern Express office. 

Headen had gotten everything ready to 
leave the office to catch his train except a way 
bill, which Mr. Butler had in the press, taking 
acopy. While the duplicate was being taken, 
Butler playfully reached over the counter, 
caught Headen back of theneck and drew 
him towards him. Headen in fun told Butler 
to turn loose. Butler grabbed his self-acting 
pistol in the desk near by, threwopen the 
chamber and thought he threw all five cart- 
ridges out, but one remained inthe cylinder, 
and Butler closed the barrel and snapped the 
pistol, which accidentally went off. The bul- 
let entered Headen’s uppér lip, lodged under- 
neath in the fleshy parts behind the right 
lower jaw. The doctors consider Headen seri- 
ously but not necessarily dangerously wounded. 
Butleris greatly distressed over the accident 
and deeply regrets it. |

That Purchasing Agent. 


“I have an ordinance I desire read,”’ said 
Mr. Rice. 

The ordinance was: 

Sectjon 1. Be it ordained by the mayor and 
general council of the city of Atlanta, that the 
office of purchasing agent for the city is hereby 
created. 

Sec. 2. The purchasing agent shall be appointed 
by the mayor, subject to confirmation by the gen- 
eral-council, and removable at any timie in the 
discretion of the mayor. He shall receive for his 
services a salary of $1,500 per annum, payable in 
wonthiy installments. He shall give bond in the 
suin of $5,000, to be approved by the mayor, Con- 
reg for the faithful performance of his 

uties. 

Sec. 3. The duties of said purchasing agent 
shall be to. purchase for and distribute to the 
various departinents of the city government, 
under such sa.eguards and regulations as are pro- 
vided in this ordinance, or which may be hereafter 
enacted, all live stock, fuci, forage, books, Sta- 
tionery, printing, and all supplies of every nature 
and character whatever that may be needed by the 
city government in the several departments 
thereof, except for public improvements let out 
to contractors. He is hereby empowered to draw, 
orders on contractors for supplying the depart- 
ments, with whatever supplies may be needed by 
them, only ou requisitions made by the heads of 
departments and approved by the committees of 
council having supervision of same,and in no 
case to exceed the amount appropriated for any 
a ga for the current year to which they 
rélate. 

Sec. 4. As faras practicable, contracts for all 
supplies required for the use of the several de- 
partments of the city shall be made for the entire 
year for which they may be required, and bids 
for the same shall be advertised tor by the ‘pur- 
chasing agent to cover thut length of time. These 
bids shall be sealed and directed to the general 
council, and shall be opened and read by the 
clerk of council at an open session of that body, 
and contracts shall be awarded to the best bidders 
tor the same in its discretion. 

Sec. 5. In cases where supplies are needed for 
the city in any of its departments, where it 18 to 
the interest oi the city, or when the necessity of 
the case demands that contracts for such supplies 
as live stock, fuel, forage, meats, orany other 
classes of supplies or merchandise be made 
for a shorter period of time than one year, t..en 
bids for such supplies shall be made to the mayor, 
finance committee and city comptroller, who are 
hereby appointed and constitute a board of con- 
tracts and supplies for such purpose, and 6aid 
board is hereby authorized to award contracts for 
such supplies to the best bidders for the same in 
their discretion. 

Sec. 6. All ordinances in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. :

The Canadian Election. 
Thursday the Dominion of Canada will 
hold her general election, and ‘the result will 
be of great moment to the United States. 
The ostensible issue before the people is 
that of reciprocity in trade; a wiping out of 
the only Iine which limits the intercourse of 
the people living north and south of it. The 
real issue may be said to be annexation, for 
beneath it is the fact that people of kindred 
origin are tired of the fictitious lines which 
keep them apart. 

The Canadian liberals, composed for the 
most part of farmers, are led by Sir Richard 
artwright. Hon. Erastus Wiman, who 
lives in New York, is their real leader, and 
occupies the position of unofficial representa- 
tive in the United States. The liberal party 
is pledged to free trade with the United 
States, and for that reason has cultivated 
friendly relations with the politicians of this 
country. The passage of the McKinley bill 
sharpened the relations between the tto 
countries, and made it more apparent to the 
Canadians that they were to be shut out 
from their best customers as the price of 
loyalty to England. Thediscussion of rec- 
iprocity became animated, and when it was 
known that the liberals, through Wiman, 
were in actual negotiation with Secretary 
Blaine, the politics of.the dominion took on 
a lurid hue. 

The government, party, known as conserv- 
atives, antagonized the liberals, charging 
them with the terrible crime of treason. Sir 
Jokn A. Macdonald, the premier, dissolved 
parliament, and had the election ordered for 
the 5th of Mareh, although it only lacked 
three months of the date *when parliament 
would have expired by limitation. But 
these three months of discussion meant cer- 
tain victory for the liberals, and therefore 
Sir John took snap judgment on his oppo- 
nents, and threw them at once into the 
midst of a general election. 

The issue cannot be better stated than in 
the language of Mr. Wiman, at a recent 
banquet in Providence, R. I.: 

The liberals have inscribed upon their 
banners the great principle of unrestricted 
reciprocity with the United States. The 
effect of the adoption of this principle by a 
friendly government would be to create a 
trade relation between the two halves of the 
continent similar to that which now exists 
between the states of the union. The de- 
velopment which has taken place in the 
new states, both south and north, is but an 
illustration of what would take place in the 
vast regions included within the British pos- 
sessions. 

If the barrier betwéen the two countries 
were broken down by the success of the 
liberal party, an area would ‘be opened up 
far greater than Africa, far more important 
than all the southern nationalities put 
together for,American enterprise, resulting 
in an extension of trade, enlarged markets, 
and an abundant supply of free raw material. 
The .issue as between the tories and the 
liberals is clear and distinct, and on its de- 
cision rests to a greater extent than ever 
before involved in any outside contest, the 
future interests of the United States on the 
continent of North America. 

The developments of the campaign have 
been startling, and more than rival the 
heated presidential campaigns in the United 
States. The conservatives secured a 
number of, private letters, written by liberal 
leaders, making overtures to American _poli- 
“ticians, The publication of these letters 
' seemed at first to damn the liberals, and 
they lost ground perceptibly. an

To 
the east the tornado makes summer a terror, 
while to the north and west the elements 
combine to the confusion of the pioneer.. In 
the New England states life has only been 
rendered possible- from the industries of 
handicraft, the census returns showing that 
the sterile farms are being constantly 
‘abandoned. 

‘Amid all these disasters of field and flood, 
of scant return for labor, and of pestilence, 
the happy inhabitant of the Piedmont 
country reads of disaster elsewhere through 
THE CONSTITUTION, but is secure from all. 
No flood carries his cabin off in the stillness 
of night, awaking him by the terrified 
screams of wife and children. No blizzard 
bites his ears, and freezes to death the in- 
fant at its mother’s breast.

An increased popula- 
tion proves that out of his fields he gains 
support, while the thickening smoke stacks, 
whichever way he looks, shows that the 
craftsman is becoming the companion of the 
tiller of the soil. Favoring skies, temperate 
climate, freedom from pestilence, more 
than make up for the alluvial riches of the 
Mississippi or the blandishments of the Gila, 
while the metals embedded in our monntain 
sides must build up wealth in the valleys 
between. 

Happy man the Piedmont tiller, happy 
land, so bright and fair!

HILL AND YANCEY. 


The Difficulty Between Them in the Confed- 
erate States Senate. 

EpiTtorR ConstiTurion: Every now and then 
there appears in the newspapers a sensational and 
incorrect article in reference to the difficulty be- 
tween that distinguished Alabumian, William L. 

Yancey and my father while in the senate of the 
Contederate States. In Sunday’s CONSTITUTION 
this ariicle made its periodical appearance. In 
“The Lite, Speeches and Writings of Senator 
Hill,” now in press, I have given the facts of this 
difficulty as gathered from my father and other 
senators who witnessed the affair, and the public 
may have the true version. I ask you to publish 
the acconnt from advance sheets of the book: 

“While in the contederate senate, Mr. Hill had a 
persona! difficulty with William L. Yancey, sena~ 
tor from Alabama. I allude to this matter for the 
purpose of correcting many of the exaggerated, 
faise and sensational reports that have been pub- 
lished about it. It has been even stated that an 
injury which Mr. Yancey received in this difficulty 
subsequently caused hisdeath. This statement 18 
absolutely without truth. The facts connected 
with the unfortunate occurrance, as gathered 
from Mr. Hill, are as follows: An exciting debate 
had been in progress for several days, in which 
Mr. Yancey was making severe attacks on the ad- 
ministration, and M1. Hill was defending it. Mr. 
Yancey, 1p the course of one of his speeches, as- 
serted thata statement made by Mr. Hill was 
false, and knuwn to be. false when spoken. A8s 
soon as the words were uttered Mr. Hillthrew an 
inkstand at the speaker, striking him on the cheek 
bone. The wound produced was not at all serious, 
and after a few minutes Mr. Yancey resumed his 
speech, making no turther allusion to Mr. Hill. 
The matter was adjusted by friends of both sena- 
tors and no other reference was ever made to the 
occurrance by either senator’. 

Tue following version of the affair is taken from 
The Montgomery Bulletin, Mr. Yancey’s home 
paper: 

“The facts in a nutshell are these, as we learned 
them subsequent tothe removgl of secrecy from 
senators who witnessed the ole affair: In the 
midst of a warm debate in open session, Mr. Hull 
animadverted upon the record of Mr. Yancey. At 
the conclusion of Mr. Hill’s speech, Mr. Yancey 
rose toreply, and during his speech, said that 
what the s. nator from Georgia had said in Fegard 
to his record was false, and that the senator knew 
it was false when he made the statement. Where- 
upon Mr. Hill threw a glass inkstand from aslant 
the position of Mr. Yancey, striking himon the 
cheek bone, which made asharp cut, producing 
considv rable tiow of blood, but caus.ng no serious 
injury. The senate went into secret session, took 
the matterin hand and settled it. Long alfter- 
wards, Mr. Yancey died at his residence near this 
city, from an affection of the kidneys which he 
had suffered for years.”’ 

The brother of William L. Yancey, Hon. B. OQ. 
Yancey, of Athens, and his son, the gallant and 
generous G. H. Yancey, were Mr. Hill’s warm per- 
sonal friends and.mos¢ earnest supporters up to 
the dave of his death. During his last illness the 
latter gentleman, in a meeting of the sinth dis- 
trict democratic committee, presented the follow- 
ing resolution: 

“Colonel G. H. Yancey, of Clarke, offered the 
foll wing resolution: esolved, That we tender 
to our distinguished and. peerless senator, the 
Hon. Benjamin H. Hill, our profound sympathy 
in his affliction. His great services to the country 
command our warmest admiration, his fidelity to 
duty our highest respect, his matchless eloquence 
our unbounded praise, and his Christian fortitude 
in bearing without a murmur the great suffer- 
ing that has been sent upor him, touches our very 
hearts. If it be consistent with the will of the 
divine ruler of us all, we pray that God will spare 
his life to a devoted people, but if he must die, 
may God in his mercy close his eyes to earth in 

ce and open them toa blissful immortality in 
eaven.”” 

It is hardly probable that the son would have 
presented such tender and sympathetic resolu 
tions about the man who had caused the death of 
his father. There is, therefore, no foundation for 
the sensational accounts that have been pub- 
lished concerning this matter. Both Mr. Yancey 
and Mr. Hill were men of undoubted courage, 
high spirited and impetuous, and deeply regretted 
the unfortunate affair. B. H. HILL, JR.

The Body of a Dead Tramp Found in Cedar 
Creek. 

Murder most foul. 

The body of an unknown tramp was found 
in Cedar creek, just above its junction with 
the Chattahoochee river, in Coweta county 
early Sunday morning. 

A tenant named Walker on the farm of the 
Hon. J. P. Jones, ex-representative from the 
Coweta district, took a Jot of cattle down to. 
the creek to give them water, and there dis- 
covered the remains lying in the water near 
the bank. 

The body was allowed to lie there until 3 
o’clock in the afternoon, when it was taken out 
and a coroner’s jury summond. 

The remains were attired in acheap and 
much-worn suit of clothes, and from their ap- 
pearance had evidently been in the water 
about ten days. 

The man had been stabbed under the right 
arm and the skull was crushed in by a blow on 
the temple, made evidently by a blunt instru- 
ment. . 

The nature of the wounds disproved any 


suicide theory that could have been advanced, 
and the coroner’s jury, after athorough exami- 


nation of the remains and a careful considera- 
tion of the facts brought out, decided that the 
man had been murdered by a party or parties 
unknown. 

A Mr. Osmore, a farmer living in Coweta 
county, near the point in question, testified be- 
fore the jury thatthe dead man had eaten 
dinner at his house a week ago last Tuesday. 
While there he dropped somé’' remarks that 
led his host to think hehad come from Aus- 
tralia. 

Beyond this nothing further concerning him 
could be ascertained, as there was nothing 
upon his person that tended to revea 
identity. 

Absolutely no clue can be obtained t 
perpetrators of the dastardly deed. » No 
ory can be advanced as to what motives 
spired the murderers, as he was but a tramp, 
and could have had no money or valuables 
about him. 

The body: was. buried at the Coweta county 
poor farm yesterday morning.

The market closed easy on Saturday, August 
being quoted at 9.03. It was expected that prices 
would improve slightly on Monday, but Liverpool 
came easy, with light sales and about 1-o4 lower, 
and the New York market responded correspond- 
ingly. 

“The New York market will havéto receive its 

strength from abroad,” said a well-known cotton 
man yesterday, “and until trade and prices im- 
prove out there, we will have to drag along with 
always lower prices probable.” 
The volume of receipts is unprecedented and un- 
looked for even by the most sanguine high-crop 
estimate bear, and it seems as if there would never 
let up inthem. For this week last year 62,056 be a 
bales were received at the ports; for two days this 
week 40,682 bales have been received, with 18,000 
bales estimated for today.

Judge Marshali J. Clarke Delivers an 
Address of Instruction and Admoni- 
tion to the Jury. : 


Yesterday morning the grand jury of Ful- 
ton county for thé spring term, 1891, was or- 
ganized. | 

Judge Marshall J.Clarke,in his address to the 
jury, deviated from his usual plan, and in a 
short and pithy address stated to the jurors 
that he was satisfied that the sentiment of 
Fulton county was that people should respect 
and abide by the laws of the county. 

In regard to thathe said that he had the 
most implicit faith in the integrity and wise 
judgmentof the jury in the administration of 
equal justice to all insuch cases as mightcome 
up before that body during the term. 

He then delivered to the jury a written 
resume of the criminal offenses, and 
penaltié’ prescribed by the different legisla- 
tures, and remarked that this might 
be kept constantly before them as a reference 
and a memorandum, in case they were at. any 
time in doubt as tothe culpability of any one 
presented to the jury, or in the correct defini- 
tion of the crime chargeable, 

WORK OF THE JURY. 

The work of the grand jury begun almost 
the time they entered the room. 

Solicitor General Hili and his assistant, Cap- 
tain John Monaghan, were on hand, and 
before the session closed at 2 o’clock, twenty- 
five true bills were found. But there were 
some cases presented in which bills were not 
found, and one of those was of a man charged 
with murder. .; 

PAT ENRIGHT RELEASED. 

Pat Enright had been confined in jail for 
some time on the charge of murder. When 
Dock Granger died and a jury summoned in 
inquest, the evidence was such as to raise the 
question as to whether or not he had been 
killed by a blow froin the hands of Enright. 

The coroner’s jury thought it wasa case of 
murder, and that Enright was the guilty 
party. 

Bat yesterday morning the witnesses failed 
to establish the fact, and ‘‘no bill’ was en- 
dorsed on the back of the indictment, so that 
the sheriff was ordered to set Enright at 


liberty.
